Site Specific Permits - Site spe-
cific permits are needed for a busi-

ness if it
● stores toxic materials or exposes

large amounts of potential con-
taminants to rainfall,

● has been cited for water quality
violations,

● needs close monitoring,
● is one of a few of its kind in the

state.
An individual facility should

apply directly to the department
for a permit. Technical bulletins

Dry Cleaning Rule
Requires Pollution
Prevention and

T he Clean Air Act (CAA), re-
authorized by Congress in

1990, directed the Environmental

Protection Agency (EPA) to regu-
late emissions of 189 toxic chemi-
cals, including perchloroethylene,

commonly called “~>erc,” from a
wide range of industrial sources.

EPA is regulating emissions of
pert from dry cleaners to meet the
requirements of the CM.

cause it is suspected to cause can-

cer in humans and is considered
toxic. It can also cause dizziness,
nausea and headaches.

What Dry Cleaners Must’ Do
N1 dry cleaners, regardless of

size, must undertake the following
pollution prevention steps:

Inspect all dry cleaning equip-
ment at least eve~ other week for
leaks that are obvious from sight,
smell or touch. For example,
leaks are where drops of pert are

visible on the outside of a ma-
chine or where a stream of air can
be felt coming from a machine.
Larger dry cleaners, those re-

quired to install control equiP-
ment under the regulation, must

inspect equipment every week.
Nl leaks must be repaired.

facturers’ instruc-
tions.

Keep a log of the

12 months.

laundry processing plant. The
company is using several unit pro-
cesses to use heat from wash wa-
ter, reduce chemical pollutants -

and suspended solids in wastewa-
ter, perform segregated treatment
processes, reuse waste water and
eliminate the use of chlorinated
solvents in laundry processing.

The company saves energy and

water costs and reduces the pollu-
tion caused when energy is gener-

ated.
